XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 
Tuesday's Proceedings Concluded. 

Washington, Dec. 22. 
Senate. — On a motion from Mr. Seward a resolu- 
tion was adopted directing tne~ joint committee on 
printing to inquire aud rej-ort whether any new pro- 
visions of law are necessary to secure the faithful 
performance of existing contracts which provide lor 
the publication of accurate reports of the debates of 
both Houses of Congress. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of the Pres- 
ident's annual message. 

Mr. Fitch said that if the election in Kansas took 
place yesterday, Congressional action on the subject 
would* soon be required, that is, assuming that there 
were n > frauds which would vi'iate the election. He 
desired mat the decUion of the people of the Terri- 
tory, whether to admit or exclude slavery, should 
not be supposed to influence his opinions; therefore, 
he wished to speak on the subject in advance of any 
pos-ible knowledge here of the character of the pro- 
ceedings at that election. He would remark in ad- 
vance that, while he should feel bound to comment 
on some views expressed by Mr. Douglas, he did 
not desite to read him out of the Democratic party, 
but wi-u'.d say that the gentleman must be, by his 
own voluntary act, either by promoting discord in 
the p<irty or by some other means, desirous to place 
himself 'beyond the pale of party organization. He 
hardly thought that the old Democratic party, as 
such." were put to the necessity of reading persons 
out of their organization. If, however, there were 
auy men in the Democratic party who wished to at- 
tain to a position outside of the party or who at- 
tempted to foment discord in the party in return for 
some fancied grievance in time past, they would do 
well to remember the fate of every such attempt 
which has been made, from the days of Burr to 
those of Van Burcn. He was in favor of admitting 
Kansas, with whatever constitution she might pre- 
sent here, provided it lie republican in form. The 
convention had power to submit the constitution or 
withhold it. ana they were responsible only to the 
people of Kansas for the manner in which they ex- 
ercised that right. He desired to adopt the course 
t iiit would be productive of the least evil to the 
greatest number. 

Mr. Douglas, in reply, said that according to his 
own showing Mr. Fitch* differed from the President 
on one point, and yet the Senator from Indiana had 
charged him with faction. If differing from the 
President was faction, that Senator had a double 
amount of faction. With himself, he had not be- 
come the mere servile tool of any President so a3 to 
feel himself bound to take every recommendation, 
without examining whether it met his approbation 
or not. 

With regard to harmony in the Democratic party, 
he had only to say that if the Democratic Senators 
and the President would stand by the Cincinnati 
platform there would be harmony between them all 
and himself. He said: call it faction, call it what 
you please, I intend to stand by the Nebraska bill — 
to stand by the Cincinnati platform— to stand by the 
organization and principles of the Democratic partv, 
and I defy opposition from whatever quarter it may 
come. 

He predicted that before the lapse of sixty days 
he would be in harmony with those that were most 
relied on now to crush him and the principles of the 
Nebraska bill. In the submission of the Lecompton 
constitution, he looked upon the convention as a 
trick and fraud upon the rights of the people, and, 
with or without slavery, he was opposed to the whole 
concern. He did not know the object of all these 
attacks upon him. Perhaps his opponents thought 
thev c ••uld worry him out, but he would tell them 
that it he found his strength failing he would go off 
ami recruit his energies and come back and take a 
raking tire at the whole of them. [Laughter.") 

During the constitutional debate between Douglas 
and Fitcb, the former, in order to sustain his previ- 
ous remarks, said that ke could not place much con- 
fidence in the returns of the election which was held 
yesterday, and said that the convention had declared 
null and" void all laws against punishing fraudulent 
returns, and stated in addition that two oflicers of 
the army, who are at present in Lecompton, inform- 
ed him that the verv man who was known to have 
perpetrated the Oxford frauds was elected clerk of 
the convention by acclamation, upon the ground that 
his services in Johnson county entitled him to such 
consideration 



He read the 12th section of the schedule, which ravg 
in sul ••ance: All the officers shall be sworn to the 
faithful performance of their official duties, and on 
tte failure thereof be subject to the same pains and 
penalties as are provided in like cases under the ter- 
ritorial law. 

Mr. Stuart remarked that it was true that the 
constitution makes such a provision, but it was 
equally true that the actimr Governor has Sidd that 
there is no law in Kansas punL-hiug frauds in mak- 
ing returns. 

Mr. Gay inquired if the ip»e dixit of the Gover- 
nor was to prevail over the ia»? 

Mr. Douglas replied that the clau>e which the 
Senator from Alabama read was in a copy of the 
constitution published in the National Intelligencer, 
but in that published m the Union, and which it is 
said was furnished by the President to the Union, 
that clause was not to be found. He could not pre- 
tend to account for this variance, unless the conven- 
tion adjourned without putting the constitution into 
form, au 1 pet haps the Intelligencer was furnished 
with a revised copy and the Union printed the docu- 
ment as it was before the convention. Whether so 
or not. it does not place the matter under the Torrl- 
tonal laws where there were penalties for fraudulant 
returns. 

Mr. Clay *aid that Mr. Douglas was mistaken, 
for be had read from the schedule as published in 
the Union. 

Mr. Douglas promised to look into the matter. If 
he should discover, that he wa3 mistaken he would 
publicly acknowledge it. 

Further consideration on the subject was post- 
poned. Adjourned.

Frankfort, Dec. 22, P. M. 
There was a gay assemblage of the • iuty and 
chivalry of the Commouwealth at the Governor's 
levee last evening. It was the second public levee 
of the season, aud the attendance was decidedly 
larger than upon the first occasion. In connection 
with these puMic entertainments it is regretted that 
both ladies and gentlemen permit themselves to be 
Influenced by a partisan feeling, and allow their po- 
litical preferences to deter them from attending one 
of the most pleasing social re-unions of our time. 
Those who are acquainted with the noble impulses 
of hospitality which influence our Governor and the 
high social qualities which warm his generous heart, 
need not be told that Gov. Morehead's feelings are 
all averse to Such exclusiveness, and that the most 
relentless political foe would receive the heartiest 
welcome at the gubernatorial mansion as a personal 
friend. It is unworthy of the enlightened age, and 
an insult to the memory of our ancestors, that Keu- 
tuckians should permit the graces of social life to be 
marred bv the bitterness of partisan feeling. 

Since the American majority in the Senate, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of "their constituents, n- 
fused to precipitate the General Assembly into an 
election of U. S. Senator on the eighth day of the 
session, the Democratic side of the Senate bs> bssi 
very suspicious of the movements of the majority 
Everv measure that originates with the majoritv is 
scanned with a jealous eye by the weaker party lest 
it should contain some abstract clause which will 
have a tendency to a later day than that already 
_ J greed upon the election of a Senator. An episode 
in the proceedings in the Senate a day or two since 
will illustrate my meaning precisely. The ayes and 
noes had been demanded upon a measure of the most 
trifling local importance. First upon the roll of 
Senators is the name of a distinguished American 
member, whose vote upon any measure in which 
principle is involved is regarded as a key or index 
to the sense of the entire body, for, w hile he drive* 
the Democratic members, he may be said to lead 
those of American tendencies. The question involv- 
ed, perhaps, was a proposition to so change the 
countv line of Buncomb county as to include the 
farm ot John Smith. At the first call Mr. Andrews, 
the American member, responded promptly "aye." 
Governing himself by that vote, Mr. Cosby, who is 
a fierce Locofoco, as promptly voted "no," deeming 
it his bounden duty to oppose Mr. Andrews, upon 
principle, on every point of legislation. The call 
proceeded without interruption as far down as the 
M.'s when Mr. Mallory, who takes the first position 
in 'that consonant, voted "no," in accordance with 
Mr. Cosbv. SVhen Mr. C. first realized that he had 
blundered into such society he sprang from his seat 
"With wild surprise, 
A* if to marble struck, devoid of sense. 
A stupid monument uiottonlers he stood"— 
vowing that he had answered to his name without a 
proper understanding of the subject, and asking 
leave to change his vote. Ths leave was granted, 
and the free people of McLean, Daviess, and Hen 
derson counties are warned by these presents that the 
noble Senator is right upon the record as to the 
county line of Buncomb. A rather strict adherence 
to principle in matters of legislation, howbeit I do

Loxih>n, Dec. 1, 1857. 

The recovery in the money market described in 
the advices by the Europa, has made further pro- 
gress. Consols have couiiuued to l>e well supported 
and there have btea no further failures of great im- 
portance. One house has succumbed, but it Dad been 
considered weak for a long time past. Bullion con- 
tinues to flow into the Bank, the best paper can 
l>e readily discounted at a fraction below the mini- 
mum of 10 per cent, chargtd by that establishment, 
and the people are l<egini in^ to look forward to a 
'owering cf tbe rate within the next two or three 
weeks, which once commenced will be likely to go on 
with great rapidity. 

Consols at the last date had advanced to 91^. 
They have since touched 91%, but this sudden move- 
ment led to a reaction, and at one time to-dav there 
were sellers at 91. Subsequently, the murket has 
liecome steadier, and the final quotation this evening 
was 91>£. 

Th« »»ilure just alluded to was that of Mr. Hearv 
Hoffman. His liabilities are estimated at Xlbo.OOO, 
and the assets are not expected to be verv produc- 
tive. He was a general merchant, and has been 
hit by the suspensions on th* continent and else- 
where; and also, it is l«lieved, by speculation in 
produce. 

Great exertions are still being made at Glasgow 
to resusitate the Western Bank of Scotland and the 
City of Glasgow Bank. In the latter case probably 
the attempt may be successful. The City of Glas- 
gow Bank is not supposed to have incurred great 
losses, and it asks only four months in order to meet 
in casb its four millions of deposits. But the West- 
ern Bank of Scotland is shown by everything that 
transpires to have been one of the vilest nests for 
reckless speculators that has ever !>e«n known even . 
in the history of joint stock banks. It asks a sub- 
scription of a milion sterling, and two years' grace 
from its depositors to enable it to go on; and the 
character of banking assets which will require such 
a period for realization can easilv be imagined. 
Still the body of persons interested is so large and 
influential, and the interests of the directors m pre- 
venting exposure so great, that cot a ston? will \>e 
left unturned to enable it to resume its career. The 
case, however, seems too flagrant for the possibility 
of success. 

It is said that no measures of general finance will 
be brought forward in Parliament until the regular 
meeting in February, ani also that although the ex- 
tinction of the powers of the East India Company 
is fully contemplated, that proceeding will likewise 
be deferred to the same period. In fact tbe object 
of the legislature being convened appears in the 
first instance simply to have been to obtain from 
them the requisite indemnity for the violation of the 
Bank charter act. That matter will probably lead 
to sufficient talk, but it would be vain to suppose 
that when once the Ministers are brought hue the 
circle of actual debate, they can escape the necessity 
of answering a multitude of questions on home aad 
foreign policy. There is a host of eager members 
anxious to pour out their opinions concerning India, 
and others who will insist on knowing something as 
to the intentions regarding a new reform bill. Chi- 
na, too, will prove a fertile topic. There is a little 
question pending also with respect to the King of 
Naples, who is keeping in prison without trial the 
two English engineers belonging to the vessel seized 
at Genoa many months back by the insurgents who 
made a descent upon the Neapolitan coast. 

In general politics there is nothing new. (n 
France the commercial crisis seems to have passed 
with mnch less severitv than might have been an- 
ticipated. All over Germany, however, and espe- 
cially at Hamburg, its consequences have been very 
heavy. At the latter city failures have been an- 
nounced by dozens, and the warehouses seam to be 
choked with produce which is unsaleable at any

price. The leading merchants have 
deal of spirit and have united to form a gi 
fund, so as to enable all good bills to pass current: 
but even this seems to have been insufficient to stay 
the panic, and an appeal has been assented to by the 
Senate for an issue of Treasury notes, tearing inte- 
rest, to be advanced on produce to the extent sf 
about 50 or 60 per cent, of iu certified value. The 
amount of the issue is proposed to be about $5,000,- 
OW. SPECTATOR.

in connection with the cotton trade, and Biacoff, 
Beer, & Co , a German house, for £30,000.

FURTHER FOREIGN NEWS. 

C,-ea' Ei. ta >n.— It is mentioned in the Canada' <« j 
news that the Leviathan steamship h.td l>c~n moved | 
considerably down the ways. The following fiom : 
the London Times of 1st .December refers to the 
commencement of the operations: 

The tedious process of moving this gigantic struc- 
ture to the water was recommenced at 9 o'clock yes- 
terday mortimr, and was continued with the utmost 
succets till a hitch occuired, and an annoying and 
irrt-mediable accident to one of the hydraulic ma- 
eUaM stopped further progress. 

In the first effort to start her all the screw- jacks, 
as well as the hydraulic mac'aiues, were used, and 
on rmrj to the expectations of many, who imagined 
that after remaining a whole night ui m the ways it 
would be very difficult to stir her again, the gi-eat 
mass ^ot into" motion on the first pressure, and began 
to crest, very slow ly down the ways. Her progress 
at first was "at the rate of an inch in about two min- 
utes, but after awhile it improved, and continued 
for some time at an inch per forty seconds. 

During the whole morning the rate of advance 
was as regularand noiseless as onpreviou* o. c i. ions. 
the only charge being that the metals, if atiythirg, 
showed still less signs ef friction, and there was an 
evident tendency of the vessel to move at ■ mu.h 
.'Tghttr rate of pressure. Suddenly, in tli-' audit 
of all their efforts, the monster slipped oa tt.e wavs 
five inches forward and niue inches aft. She slid 
this distance in a single tecond, and with an awful 
rumbling kind of noise, which seeme i at on;e di. - 
tant and alarmingly near. The sudden motion and 
her tremendous vibration surprised and alarmed ihe 
men, w ho all dropped their tools and stood prepared 
to run at the tirst signal of danger. 

There was not, however, tue least occasion for 
alarm, and the pressure was again gradually applied 
to the cradles on every part with redoubled vigor, 
but all in vain. The jerk and sudden stoppage e\ i 
dentlv fixed her with unusual firmness, and no ef- 
forts "could dislodge her, though the pressure from 
the rams was applied with such force that a lieam 17 
inches square crumbled up like a reed and I ounded 
into the air from a strain of about 800 tens. This 
was soon replaced by another and a stronger beam, 
which was bound to the ways and loaded at the 
point with ballast. This held out with the others 
for a longtime, and the struggle between the pres- 
sure applied anel the passive resistance of the great 
masses of timber at bast became one of almost terri- 
ble interest. 

Tue beam strained, cracked, and vibrated, ihe es- 
cape valves of the rams were lorried w ith weights 
and held violently down, the men could scarcely 
move the handles, "but still the vessel did not yield. 
In the midst of these great united attempts a loud 
dull explosion, followed by a rattling sound, cccur- 
red, and in a minuts after it was ki.own that < ce of 
the 10 inch hydraulic rams had burst its cylinder 
from top to bottom.

O! farewell to thee 
and the chilling winds tha. have swept over the 
lieautiful forests that deck thy shores, aud despoiled 
them of their lovely hues, and but led in the grave 
of wint jr the twining wcodbineand sweetly-scented 
honey suckle! Already the balmy air of a warmer 
cl'me and sunnier skies is breathiug softly and sooth- 
ingly over us, bringing the bloom of health back to 
the cheeks of the pale invalid and causing the heart 
of even the pletsure-seeker to exclaim with glad- 
ness — "It is indeed good for us to be here."' 

Names of persons or things are not always indic-

XXXV COXGRESS-FIKSr SESSION. 
Wednesday's Proceedings. 

Wa.-hlvotox, Dec. II. 

House. — Mr. Warren, of Arkansas, rose to a ques- 
tion of pihilege and offered his preamble and reso- 
lution relative to Utah,aud requiringthe Committee 
on Tetritories to report on the propriety of excluding 
the delegata ftom that Territory from a seat <n this 
House, presented several days" since. Mr. Warren 
sa'd this was a case which the country and every 
honest man desired to be investigated. Members 
were ?itt'ng here with a delegate from a Teiritory 
which was not only morally but legallv in open re- 
bellion against the government of the Cnited ^tt.tes. 

Mr. Barks, of Mass., said that the fact thtit 4 tln 
preamble declares thai a state of war exists in 
Utah did not bring the mat'er before the House. As 
a question of privilege, he admitted the conclusion 
atlecttd the delegate's rights, but the facts on w hich 
Mr. Wairen had based his conclusions did not affect 
bis rights. 

The Speaker remarked that the preamble mi;;ht or 
ought not be adopted by the House. 

Mr. Bo^-ock agreed that this was a question of 
piMlege, but it wotdd t>e for the House to say 1 
whether the reason assif.net! should be admitted*. 
Bt was not nor was the House prepared to admit 
the facts charged as constituting sufficient grounds 
for the rejection of the delegate. As the House can- 
not set up an injunction of morals or religion we | 
canuot declare a State or Territory in a condition of 
moral rebellion, and that therefore* its representative 
is entitled to be heard ou this floor. 

St. Louis, Dec. 23. 

The Democrat has news from Lecornptou that I 
the Legislature passed an act submitting the Cal- 
houn constitution to a vote of the people of the 
Territory on the 5th of January, in three forms^ — 
nrst, constitution with slavery; "second, constitution 
without slavery: third, ag.r'nst the corts' tuti-m. 
Stringent measures have been adopted for watch- 
ing the polls on the _'lst. Committees were ap- 
pointed for each precinct, to t;.ke the names of all 
the voters, so as to detec. false returns. A good 
many Missourians are going over to vote. An ex- 
citing affray occurred at Doniphan, in which a free 
State man named Latham was murdered. The re- 1 
port of Lane's death is false. Stanton vetoed the > 
militia and othar obnoxious bills, which were not 
insisted on by a majority of the Legislature. 

WKiiiiELD. Mass., Dec. 23. 

An intense excitement prevails in this vicinity, 
occosionetl by a discovery which has just been ■ mm 
of the murder of the wife and children of one of our 
residents, a Swiss emigrant named Albert Stroube. 
The bodies of the victims were found in bed, with 
the throat of each one cut. They have protiably 
been lying in this condition for the past week, during 
which period Mr. Strobe has been missing. He is 
strongly suspected of having committed the terrible 
crime. Active exertions are being made to appre- 
hend him, but the time he has had to make his es- 
cape, if really guilty, renders a pursuit' difficult. 

New York, Dec. 23. 

The Timers" Washington corre3pondent savs the 
President has received a letter from Mr. Mason re- 
signing his position as American minister at Paris. 
The reason, however, is in a measure compulsory, 
as it is tendered in response to a very distinct inti- 
mation that it would be acceptable. Mr. Masou em- 
braces the opportunity to complain with a good deal 
of feeling of the treatment he receives at the hands of 
Mr. Buchanan. He alleges that his influence with the 
Virginia delegation in the Cincinnati convention was 
not only serviceable to Mr. Buchanan, but that he 
was promised in return for it as long a stay in France 
as possible, and then the transfer to some other posi- 
tion u ■ place on the l>€Hch of the Supreme Court 
in case of vacancy. These promises have been for- 
gotten.
